The question of men to carry into 
\effeet the scheme above outlined will 
need careful consideration, for the 
| whole work a number to equal at least 
ifive men to each machine will be 
|needed, or approximately 20,000 men 
in all, Where these men are to be 
procured, the particular class of men 
jrequired, the conditions under which 
they shall be engaged, whether they 
shall be engaged as ordinary workmen 
or conseripted, and if conscripted 
what degree of discipline shall be ap- 
| plied, whether the rigid discipline of 
troops under arms, or the milder dis- 
cipline applied, say to the R.N.W.M. 
P. These and other matters at once 
suggest themselves. It would be hope- 
less to expect to take many men from 
the farms in the west; the bulk of 
them need not in fact be men of actu- 
al farm experience, A number of 
them, however, must haye a Knowl- 
edge of gasoline machinery. In conp- 
nection with this, there are three main 
sources of supply: In the west there 
are over 3,000 grain elevators; each 
one of these has an opewator who has 
to take charge of and operate a gasn- 
line engine During the breaking 
season the amount of grain taken into 
these buildings is negligible; one man 
can probably take in or put out the 
grain that is delivered at four or six, 
or more houses, Where these are locat- 
}ed at one point; the other men will be 
| available. At small places one man 
could take charge of three or four vil- 
iving a week at each in turn; 
}the others will be available. Then

|}small town a number of machinery 
‘agents with a knowledge of gasoline 
machinery. These are mostly men of 
keen intelligence, and would give ex- 
cel'ent service, seventy-five per cent.

ROPOSALS as to conscription of 

labor are being heartily opposed 
by the labor unions in the United 
States.

HILE the English labor policy has 
had its elements of muddle, it 
has secured the adherence of the 
working class to the allied cause; and 
the practical unanimity of Mngland’s 
conduct of the war is certainly not to 
be completely dissociated from her 
methods of political and industrial 
organization and control, The board 
outlines of this policy may be 
marily stated under six heads: (1) 
Mngland has specified what are the in- 
dispensable war industries. She has 
made clear to employers and workers 
alike that in these Industries special 
terms and conditions favorable to pro- 
duction will be enforced, (2) Eng- 
lard has established a national agency 
of arbitration, the so-called committee 
on production, to hear and decide all 
major controversies between masters 
and men in the war industries, For 
the period of the war arbitration is 
compulsory, and strikes are thereby 
made illegal. (3) England has taken 
into the high government councils, 
into the cabinet and ministries, the 
accredited representatives of labor, 
and for the lesser administrative de- 
partment she has selected trade union- 
ists as “labor advisers,” (4) Bngland 
has encouraged the establishment of 
shop committees to deal with employ- 
ers in matters of shop practice, in re- 
gard to which there are sharp dif- 
ferences of Interest and opinion. (5) 
Iingland has entered into a national 
agreement with the trade unions in- 
volved in the war industries to the 
effect that all established union stand- 
ards of employment that, in the Inter- 
est of maximum output, are abrogated 
during the war will be restored after 
|} the war. (6) England has fostered 
discussion and proposals which look 
to the creation after the conflict of 
representative deliberative bodies in 
each industry to consider not only 
problems of demobilization and re- 
construction, but to continue per- 
manently in existence in order to 
| bring about better understanding con- 
cerning such fundamental policies as 
limitation of output, regularly of em- 
ployment in production of scientific 
m@nagement and adjustment of pro- 
duction to demand. There has even 
| been created a reconstruction ministry 
to give immediate force and impetus 
to the agitation for drastic industrial 
| reorganization,

One hundred and thirty-six new 
school districts were established 
in the Provinee of Alberta last 
year, The establishment of every 


new school district mvolves the 
issue of bonds with which to pro- 
vide school buildings and equip- 


ment. It is not, therefore, a iat: | 


ter of academic interest only to 
the people of Alberta whether the 
provincial authorities are to have 
power to authorize the issue of 


school debentures or whether this | 


power is to be suspended by the 
recent Dominion order-in-couneil. 
The duty rests upon the Provin- 
cial Government and Legislature 
to provide educational cilities 
for the children in pioneer dis- 
triets. To provide these facilities 
it is necessary that debentures be 
authorized and issued, The power 
to authorize such debentures 
should reside with the authority 
that is responsible for the pro- 
vision of the school facilities. 
Looking for Trouble? 

The provincial treasurer of the 
Province of Quebee explains that 
the Quebee Government is not op- 
posing the order-in-couneil nulli- 
fying the provinee’s power to 
jssue and authorise bonds because 
the Province desires at this time 
to issue any bonds, On the con- 
trary, he definitely states that 
Quebec does not contemplate at 
jhe present time borrowing or 
floating any loans, It is the prin- 
ciple of provincial rights for 
which the Quebec ministers are 
contending, not with the purpose 
of interfering with war finance by 
the untimely issue of provincial 
securities, His statement suggests 
that if the Dominion authorities 
had seen fit to do so, they could, 
by consultation with the provin- 
cial authorities, have got all nee- 
essary assurance that the provinces 
would not exercise their powers to 
lerrow or authorize borrowing in 
which would embarrass 
the issuing of war bonds. It looks 
rather though the Dominion 
ministers had taken a course to 
bring on a quarrel with Quebee— 
and perhaps other provinces—for 
political purposes.

The Cities Should Collect. 


‘The suggestion is made that if | 
are | 


the cities of the Provinee 
» yen power to levy income taxes 
they should not do this direetly, 
Dut leave it to the Dominion Goy- 
ormment to levy the tax and then 
share up the proceeds. The wisdom 
of that is doubtful. The authority 
which colleets taxes is usually dis- 
posed to keep them, and where 
the collecting is done by the great- 
er authority the lesser has corre- 
spondingly poor chances of get- 
ting a proper share of the pro- 
ceeds, There can be no doubt in 
the mind of any fair-minded per- 
son that the cities of Alberta are 
cutitled to a share of the taxes col- 
lected from automobile licenses, 
the taxes collected from theatres, 
nad the fines imposed in police 
courts upon offenders rounded up 
hy the city police. But the cities 
do not get a share of this revenue 
collected by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, despite the fact that they 
have been demanding it for years, 
li is not wise to incur the possi- 
bility of the Dominion Govern- 
ment acting in a similar manner 
with the revenue from an income 
tax. Neither is it desirable that 
a city should ‘shoulder off’? its re- 
spousibility for tax colleetion 
upon any other authority, So far 
us possible a city should manage 
its owa affairs,

grain from Alberta, and declare 
that they could place thousands 
of cars at prices substantially 
|higher than the market prices if 
grain of the required quality were 
available in sufficient amount. 
This demand indicates the reputa- 
tion that Alberta grain has gained 
in other parts of Canada, and also 
in the United States, as to quality 
land freedom from weed seeds. It 
indicates, also, that if Alberta 
farmers and Government officials 
work together to maintain and 
if possible improve—the quality 
of Alberta grain, and to eradicate 
noxious weeds, there is a chance 
|to make this Province one of the 
great seed grain producing  dis- 
triets of the world, There is money 
in that for the Alberia farmers: 
money enough to justify every 
possible effort to accomplish the 
purpose. Quality in seed grain is 
the whole question. Price does not 
count if the quality is right. 


The Taxpayer's Position. 

Taking the civic utilities as a 
group, the surpluses from the 
electric light, waterworks and 
telephone systems last year fell 
short by fifty-five thousand dol- 
jlars of making up the deficit on 
the street railway. It is caleulated 
that if the former three utilities 
earn the same surpluses this year, 
and if these were applied to offset 
the street railway losses,that enter- 
prise would still be $135,000.00 be- 
hind on the year’s operations. 
That is a condition of things that 
obviously cannot go on forever. 
The argument that the taxpayers 
have not yet had to make up any 
of the street railway’s deficits 
is merely by way of evading the 
jissue, The fact is that the street 
‘ailway’s deficits are being charg- 
ed up against the enterprise, and 
that if the street railway cannot 
| be got into a paying position the 
|taxpayers will have to find the 
money. In his own interest, it is 
|high time that the taxpayer of the 
city began to take a real, contin- 
| ued and lively interest in the mat- 
| 


ter of getting the street railway 
put on a solvent basis, That the 
movement in this direction will 
have to depend upon the taxpay- 
‘ers for support is reasonable to 
suppose. It is not a matter of 


financial coneern to any class in| 


the city other than the taxpayers 
if the street railway continues to 
| pile up deficits indefinitely, or 
‘*goes broke.’’ That faet is worth 
the taxpayer’s while to keep in 
jmind. If he does not protect him- 
|self there is no reason to suppose 
that anybody else will protect 
him. 


|The Gas Company Excused. 

The city commissioners some 
| time ago instructed the city solici- 
itor to collect from the Gas Com- 


pany the penalty of $100 per 
day for which the company is 
jliable to the city for having de- 


faulted in its agreement to deliver 
gas to the city by a certain date. 
If the agreement with the com- 
pany means what it plainly states, 
the city had every right to this 
penalty, and would get it. That 
situation has been absolutely re- 
versed by the Dominion order-in- 
council forbidding the issue of de- 
bentures or bonds under Provin- 
cial authority. The Gas Company 
{was incorporated by the Provin- 
+cial Legislature and derives its 
borrowing powers from that body. 
The Dominion  order-in-couneil 
abrogates those borrowing powers 
and the company could not now 
issue bonds to complete its under- 
taking if it wanted to. The legal 
advisers of the company may be 
| trusted to produce this order-in- 
council in defense of a plea that 
the company cannot be made to 
pay the penalty after the date of 
the order; and that any court in 
the land would hold the company 
responsible for not doing what it 
is by law forbidden to do is not 
to be supposed, It is even express- 
ly provided in the agreement with 
the company that if the company 
is unable to fulfill its undertak- 
ings for any cause ‘

control of the company,’’ it is not 
liable to the penalty, We may take 
it, therefore, that this peremptory

American Congress consider repealing 
the Declaration of Independence. 

The most fundamental principle of 
the British Constitution is that the | 
fxovernment of the day shall have the | 
confidence of Parliament and Par-| 


liament in turn have the confidence |to Washington, to deal particularly with war activities, 


of the people. No government should 
remain in office nor a Parliament 
continue to sit a moment after there 
Was any serious doubt as to public 
confidence, The right of a citizen to 
vote has long since passed the priv- 
ilege stage and has been established 
4s a constitutional right quite as much | 
as the right to a trial by jury. 
. Our revolutionists not daring to 
face the citizenship of the country 
proceeded to go through the farce of 
an election by first disfranchising two- 
thirds of the women electors and 
one-third of the men, and then em- 
powering thetr election agents to! 
handpick the remainder. | 
As the public press is the medium | 
by which the public gets the facts 
both for or against the Government 
it has in modern times been the cus- 
tom of revolutionists to either censor | 
the press or suppress it.

London fifty-six years ago today, Jan 19, 1 


2, when Jem Mace and 


Tom King faced each other for the first time. The bout was for the 
heavyweight championship of England and a purse of $1,000. For 
forty rounds the fortunes of war favored first one combatant, then the 
other, but in the forty-second Mace put &n end to the gruelling con- 
test by sending King to dreamland. Old Jem won the belt in 1861 
by defeating Sam Hurst, the Stalybridge Infant, and held it until 
November, 1863, when he again met King. This time King was the 
victor, and claimed the belt, but soon forfeited it by refusing to 
meet Muce again. From that time until 1872, when he toured 
America, and fought a draw with Joe Coburn, Mace was either the

Methodist Church Crowded — W. 
F. Stevens Urges All to 
Raise Pigs 


The annual entertainment of the 
Namao Local of the United Farmers 
of Alberta was the magnet which fill- 
ed the Namao Methodist church to its | 
utmost capacity on Wednesday even- 
ing. The feature of the program was 
an address by W. F. Stevens, the Pro- 
vineial Live Stock Commissioner, who 
urged patriotic as well as financial 
reasons for increasing the production 
of hogs In order to increase the sup- 
ply of bacon for the armies of the al- 
lied nations, 

He congratulated the U.F.A. on 
their work, and complimented the ex- 
ecutive officials on their good judg- 
ment and business success, | 

When Mr. Stevens dernonstrated the 
actual visible daily ration of beef or 
bacon allowed to a British working- 
man it was a very forcible argument, | 
and many of the local farmers when | 
they saw the wee bit of 8% oucnes| 
of meat allowed a hungry working 
man as a day's supply, they decided 
to raise as many pigs as possible dur- 
ing the coming year. 

Mr. Stevens referred to the serious 
hunger which threatened the peoples | 
of France and Britain, and told how 
the sinking of a large meat carrying | 
ship might mean the loss of three 
days rations for Britain. 

As he explained how bacon was bet- 
ter than beef for work outdoors in the 
cold, one of the old-time freighters of 
pioneer days added: ‘Hear, hear.” 

He pointed out how the Servian 
supply of pigs was one cause of the 
start of the war, and now the time has 
come when the increased supply of 
pigs from Alberta may help to win 
the war for the allied nations, and 
the freedom of democracy, 

J. 8 Samis presided over the 
lengthy program of speeches, musical 
numbers and recitations, | 

Rey. J. G. Knight concluded a very | 
novel speech with an endorsation of 
the campaign for more pork. 

The boys’ Glee club sang a splendid 
chorus. 

Rev. R. N. Matheson urged the au- 


dience to procure and read J. D.| 
Hunt's book, “The Dawn of a New 
Patriotism.” |

F. R. F. McKitrick, farm editor of 
The Bulletin, referred to the success 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, and 
urged for a continuance of the spirit 
of co-operation not only among the 
members of the U.F.A., but also with 
other elements or organizations in 
the community.

the cattle industry of the country 
would never recover, that, ylelding be- | 
fore the advancing hordes of greedy | 
landseekers the cattlemen were being 
criven out, and with them the cattle, 
leaving the meat supply dependent on 
the much despised “Pail Bunter’ and 
old milked out cows as the old order of | 
affairs gave place to the new. 
| In no section of the country did the | 
prophecy cause more uneasines than 
along the Ribstone Creek and around | 
Sounding Lake, for here were located 
many of the best established ranches | 
|in the northern part of the province 
and the ranchers had invariably stak- | 
ed thelr little all on the possession of 
the range that meant their bread and 
butter, 
Export Trainloads Beef. 

But the homesteaders came, and 
with them a demand for cattle. The 
rancher sold his steers for draft oxen, 
at a price that he had never realized 
for beef, and the scrawny cow that 
had always made feed for coyotes now 
found a ready market as a milker, 
Far from being crowded out the ran- 
cher has seen a period of prosperity 
Geveloping for him that has lasted 
through the years up to the present 
time. 

He culled his herd of all the old, 
land peaked, and long-necked cows, 
‘unloaded them onto the farmers— 
who found in them in many cases ideal 
|} low-grade milkers—and graded up his 
herd for beef, and beef alone, with 
the result that today in the Ribstone 
district there are ten cows for every 
one there was ten years ago and in- | 
| stead of the knot headed prairie scay- | 
angers of a decade ago the ranchers / 
are exporting train loads of the type} 
of choice bred beef cattle that have 
helped to make Alberta famous. 

Imports More Than Exports.

Matchless Valor of Italy’s Fight- 
ing Brigade Makes Rout of 
Austrians Complete 


Rome, Jan. 18.—The Italian war 
department last night issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“At 7 o'clock yesterday morning, 
east of Caposile, the enemy, after a 
prolonged destructive fire, launched 
a violent attack with the object of 
driving us from positions that we cap- 
tured Monday The struggle, which 
was extremely intense and fierce, was 
maintained with great stubbornness 
and valor by the Second Grenadier 
regiment and detachments of the 
First and Seventh Bersaglieri cyclists. 
These battalions were magnificently 
supported by our artillery. 

“At 11 a.m., the enemy, weakened 
by their losses and repulsed by our 
counter-attack, was forced to give up 
the dction and withdraw to his posi- 
tion. One hundred and nineteen pris- 
oners, including two officers, remained 
in our hands. 

“The sv.vus of the struggle was cov- 
ered with the enemy's dead and more 
than 500 rifles, several machine guns 
and other war material were left on 
the field of battle 

“On the remainder of the front no- 
thing of particular importance occur- 
red. Enemy patrols were driven back 
in the region of Val Arsa, and some 
prisoners were captured in the Monte 
Asolone region. In the Camonica Val- 
ley and in the Monte Pertica area our 
artillery concentrated its fire effec- 
tively on large bodies of the enemy 
and on enemy positions.”

Low Water Has Enabled Enemy 
to Almost Reach Venetian 
Lagoons 


Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, Jan. 17.—(By the A.P.)—Itallan 
troops have succeeded in breaking the 
pressure which the enemy has been 
exerting on the Lower Piave in the 
sector nearest Venice, This is a tri- 
angular sector originally cleared of 
the enemy when the whole region was 
inundated by opening the canals. But 
later lower water has permitted the 
enemy to renew his incursions almost 
to Caposile and to Venetian lagoons. 

Enemy patrols have established 
dugouts and post 
Agenzia Sullana, just across the river 
from Caposile, which commands the 
canal running to Porto Grande and 
the region back of Venice, During 
the early days of the war the Italian 
Navy had bombarded the dugouts and 
destroyed the bridge on which the 


Agenzia Trezza. The enemy made re- 
peated attempts to enlarge his posi- 
tions but was uniformly repulsed. 
Stung in Action 
Stung by the repeated checks the 
yesterday morning.

chine gun fire. The fighting through- 
out was at close quarters. 

Enemy Dead Cover Ground 

Heavy losses were sustained by the 
enemy and the Italians captured 150 
prisoners. The battle ground was 
covered with Austrian dead and burial 
parties were busy throughout the 
night burying the bodies. 

Many Individual instances of brav- 
ery stand out, In one case an Itallan 
officer and five men leaped into an 
Austrian trench. took two machine 
guns, killed all the Austrian gunners 
and brought back the guns. 

The Italian success gives a serious 
check to the enemy effort to improve 
his position near Venice.

IN NINE MONTHS 
IS $2,068,400,971 


Ottawa, Jan. 18.—For the nine 
months of the fiscal year ending Dec. 


$1, the total trade of the Dominion 
aggregated $2,065,400,971, as com- 
pared with $1,700,337,790 for the 


same period last year. For December 


alone, it was to the value of $212,- 
305,664, as against $201,193,194 for 
December, 1916. 


Exports from the Dominion for the 
nine months’ period, included domes- 
tle products to the value of $1,257,- 
684,900. Domestic exports for the 
same period last year were to the 
value of $861,629,813. These figures 
are exclusive of coin and bullion. 

Manufactured goods headed the list 
in point of value, ptoducts of this 
class worth $522,963,480 being ex- 
ported during the nine months’ period. 
Last year during a like period manu- 
factured goods were sent abroad to 
the value of $317,841,414. Agricul- 
tural products were In second place 
with a value of $475,338,008, as com- 
pared with $817,451,444 last year. 

Goods were entered for consump- 
tion to the value of $772,630,263 on 
which duties amounting to $125,796,- 
830 were collected. For the Ilke period 
in 1916 imports aggregated $625,635,- 
897, on which duty amounting to 
$106,379,729 were collected.

REFORM READY 
AT EARLY DATE 


|'Maximum and Minimum Wage 


Schedules Will be Worked 
Out—Co-operative Plan 


Maximum and a minimum wage 
schedule with proper classification in 
the different departments ts the prin- 
cipal idea in the new legislation pro- 
posed in regard to the civil servants, 
John D. Hunt was appointed a com- 
mission to go into the matter of put- 
ting the civil service on a more satis- 
factory basis and although he has not 
us yet handed in his report to the 
government, it will be something 
along this Line, Premier Stewart's 
idea is to put the seryice on a strictly 
commercial basis with little or no red 
tape, something that may be simply 
administered. 

There wil be mp formal examina- 
tion. There will be an oral test by the 
inspector and this will have to be done 
with the co-operation of the deputies 
of the different departments, In fact 
the whole scheme depends to a great 
extent op: the co-operation of the min- 
isters and deputies of the different de- 
partments. That the matter can be 
put on an absolutely commercia) basis 
is the firm belief of the premier, There 
will also be an arrangement where an 
employee who shows special capacity 
or qualifications may be advanced in 
scme other department than where he 
happens to enter. Up to the present 
there has been a sort of unwritten 
law, that an employee might not be 
transferred from one department to 
another, The inspector will, however, 
be aware of these openings and will 
be in a position to advise the promo- 
tions. 

There is no intention as the govern- 
ment now proposes, to Interfere in 
any way with the rights of the min- 
isters to get rid of any unsatisfactory 
employees, The classificationg have 
not been decided yet. There will, how- 
ever,: probably be three classes for 
clerks and as to the wage scale, there 
has been no definite decision, This 
latter is Ikely to prove a bone of con- 
tention, but the premier believes that 
it will be no insurmountable difficulty.
